VALUE OF KELP AS A MANURE. 

Those farmers, who live upon the seaboard 
have a rare opportunity to draw, at certain 
times, from the Ocean, a great deal of valuable 
matter to fertilize their soil. Among the 
articles thus furnished, is kelp, which has been 
used by many, where it gould be obtained with 
great advantage. We wish some experiments 
could be instituted by which it could be ascer- 
tained, whether this material could not be put 
into a more compact and pdéftable form, than 
that in which it is collected. The quick de- 
composition which it undergoes, when collected 
green and heaped up, makes it somewhat diffi- 
cult to transport it any great distance into the 
interior, and retain all its properties for dressing. 
In our younger days, we used to be conversant 
with the application of it to shore farms, bat 
for many years past we have not been within 
reach of it. 

A perusal of the Transactions of the Essex 
County Agricultural Society, for which we are 
indebted to John W. Proctor, Esq., of Danvers, 
has brought to our mind many incidents of 
former times, when we were better acquainted 
with kelp and eelgrass, and other seaweeds,—to 
say nothing of muscles and clams, quahogs, 





lobsters, and horsefoot crabs.

His usual supply of 
the kelp is 8 to 10 cords to the acre, and in| 


1854 he applied 12 cords per acre. Different | 


sections of the 8 acres yielded different amounts. | 
About half an acre of the field, used to be cov- 


ered with stagnant water, but had been under-; 


drained, and had upon ita crop equalto 1000 
bushels per acre. The estimated crop of the 
whole 8 acres was 5000 bu. of marketable 
onions. 

Another crop on Mr. B’s. farm at the time 
the committee examined it, was 5 acres of squash- 
es. One measured acre produced two wagon 
loads of one ton each. It may not be amiss 
here to mention Mr. B's. method of warding off 
the striped bug from his squashes, by the use 
of lime. We can only say that he is more suc- 
cessful with lime for this purpose than we ever 
have been. His mode of using it is this: A 
cask or more is slacked in the usual way, only 
as dry as possible, and while hot, is sown broad 
cast, in a favorable wind, over the vines. The 
bugs fly before it, and escape into the sea, or 
somewhere else ; at any rate, they never trouble 
them again, when this is thoroughly used.

IMPROVED KING PHILIP, OR, BROWN +CORN. 

Mr. Eprror:—As your columns are the 
source of information on agriculture -and all 
matters and interests appertaining thereto; I 
wish to make some enquiry about the Improved 
King Philip or Brown Corn, so called. 

By the Agricultural report of the Patent 

Office for 1854, I learn that a small quantity of 
the above named corn was distributed by the 
Patent office of the U. S. in 1852 or, 53. Mr. 
Gilbert L. Bailey, of Portland, Me., states that 
he received a small quantity of said corn. Not 
being engaged in agricultural pursnits himself 
he handed it to a friend Mr. R. Leighton, of 
Westbrook, who planted it early in June, and 
harvested the product the 10th of September, 
yielding in good full ears at the rate of 120 
bushels of shelled corn to the acre. He also 
adds, that a gentleman living some twenty miles 
in the interior, took about forty kernels of the 
corn and planted after he commeneed hoeing 
his other crop, and in two months and twenty- 
seven days, he gathered 5 pecks of full fine ears 
from the product, 

Talso noticed statements of gentlemen from 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Ohio, &c., who 
were equally successful in their experiments 
with this new variety. Being anxious to obtain 
some for planting. I wish to know if there is 
any of this corn to be had. If so, will you or 
some one through your columns, tell us where 
it can be found, even in small quantities?

the subject of discussion for this evening was 
to have been the composting of manure, but, as 
some persons were absent who were expected 
to take part in discussing that subject, he would 
submit to the direction of the meeting in regard 
to the propriety of taking it up now. 

Mr. Gilman remarked that it would be well 
to postpone remarks upon composts for this 
evening. THe had heard various reports in re- 
gard to the soil and climate of the Aroostook 
region, and its adaptation to agricultural pur- 
suits. He would like to hear Mr. J. W. Haines, 
who had resided there several years, speak in 
regard to the country. He asked him what 
time the farmers in his neighborhood commenced 
farming operations? 

Mr. Haines said that they generally com- 
| mence sowing about the 10th of May. Snow 
falls so early that the earth does not freeze, and 
as soon as it is off the ground is ready to be 
ploughed. One year since he has been there, 
on the last day of April he dug down through 
the snow to some turnips that had been left in 
the ground in the full, found them green, and 
on the first Monday of May following he sowed 
that same piece to wheat, and had 33 bushels 
of wheat to the acre. 

The first snow this year fell on Thanksgiving 
day, and this has laid on until now. Much 
has been said about our winters in Aroostook 
being long, and of the difficulty of raising 
cattle among us on that account,—has raised 
cattle in Kennebec, and in Aroostook ; finds that 
he can raise cattle as well there as in Kennebec, 
because the pasturage commences as soon 
We sometimes have 


| 


lands, never has suffered more by frost than he 
has while hving in Hallowell, does not raise 
much Indian corn. The principal crops are, 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, potatoes and other 
roots, and buckwheat,—never have any frosts 
in spring to hurt crops. Potatoes are abundant, 
gets from 3 to 400 bushels to the acre ; his farm 
is a yellow loam, the stonesare of a slaty forma- 
tion, mixed with limestone. There is much 
slate ledge, and stratified lime stone, lime is 
burnt on his plantation equal to that of Thomas- 
ton. It isa great country for hay. Just over 
the boundary line at Tobique is a mountain of 
gypsum, which is free to all wish to supply 
themselves,—last winter 2 or 3000 loads were 
carried away, some of it to the distance of 40 
miles, it is very soft and easily ground. Thinks 
a ton of hay can be raised cheaper in Aroostook 
than in any part of the State. Land is cheaper. 
On 17 acres which cost him $15, per acre, to 
clear, and first year sowed to wheat and oats, 
the wheat paid him $28, next year netted 
$10 per acre, next year witha crop of clover 
seed, netted $15 per acre, and on casting up the 
net income on other crops, it amounted to $72 


| per acre in seven years. 


This land would bring $135 per acre, although 
wild land is only 50 cts. per acre, so that one 
acre of this is worth 30 of wild land,—has 
tried winter wheat but it does not yield with 
him so much as spring wheat. By sowing 
winter wheat on Ist week in October, it is bet- 
ter than if sowed earlier; raises turnips (Ruta 
Baga) easily, and often raise 800 bushels to the 
acre with but very little labor. 

By sowing them broadcast they grow well 
and are easier gathered. Considers the wheat 
crop best after ruta baga, never saw any differ- 
ence in grass crops when laid down after ruta 
baga, finds that some think that people are 
starving in Aroostook. But he knows many 
families who a few years ago went there very 
poor, who now have farms of 100 acres cleared, 
and 20 or more head of cattle. 

He has cleared up 200 acres of land, built 
two mills, three houses and two barns ; one of 
his sons carries on the business with him. They 
this year will sell $2000 worth of farm produce, 
sold $500 of cattle this year, solda pair of 3 
years old ‘that girted 6 feet 8 inches. Has been 
no famine in Aroostook as some have reported, 
but there was some scarcity in Madawaska 
among the French population. This was owing 
to their lumbering late in tle spring, they do 
not get out to take care of their farms in sea- 
son—has been no want of food in Aroostook. 
Is 50 miles from Madawaksa. Not many apples 
in Aroostook, as yet; apples have been fruited 
there in 7 years from seed, but not much at- 
tention is paid to fruit there. Some plums 
raised there called Canada plum,—has raised 
as good corn and beans there as ever he did in 
Kennebec, but does not plant much corn, be- 
cause he can do better with other crops. 

Our soil is better after being plowed, and it 
raises heavier wheat on such land than on burn. 
Two years ago, got 414 bushels of tea wheat on 
anacre. Raises large amount of rough buck- 
wheat, and consider ita valuable crop. It must 
not be ground so as to grind up the hull—merely 
crack it, and have a bolt or sieve to shake off the 
hull away from the flour. 

Have from six to ten months schooling in our 
district per year—have four schools in our plan- 
tation. Have missionaries among us of different 
denominations. People have been liberal in re- 
gard to schools, as they have no other tax, and 
therefore pay well for schooling. Have a mail 
twice, and in some sections three times per week. 

Prevailing growth of forest is maple, birch, 
beech, firand cedar. Stony ridges are generally 
covered with beech. Very little hemlock. In 
the settling lands not much pine. 

When you cut off the hard wood, and do not 
clear up the land, firs and rock maples come up. 
We find a market at our doors for all we can 
raise, but our lumber, &c., must go to St. John. 
If we had a railroad, it would come to Bangor. 
We frequently see hackmetacks (larch) very 
large—have seen them three feet in diameter. |

Now, a word for Toads. Toads destroy great 
numbers of insects which are injurious to 
garden crops. Knowing this fact, some indi- 
viduais provide for them some dark retreats or 
eells, which they can crawl into and out of at 
pleasure. They frequently are much abused, 
by comparison with any ugly creature. 

True, they cannot be considered very hand- 
some; yet, they are perfectly harmless, and 
are very useful in gardens, by the destruction 
of multitudes of noxious insects, and deserve 
better treatment than they frequently receive, 
even from those whom they benefit.

A CONVENIENT HALTER. 

‘Fast bind, sure find,’’ is an ancient aphor- 
ism too true to be called in question in these 
days of improvement. 

Those who use young horses are well aware 
of the necessity of a secure fastening; and in 
point of economy and security, [ have not seen 
nor heard of any equal to the one which I use. 
That others may avail themselves of the same 
convenience, I will give directions for making 
one: Have a head-stall, or the head part of 
what is commonly called a ‘‘noose-halter,’’ made 
from 1 to 14 inches in width, with a good iron 
ring to fasten in to ; have a hitch-strap, of equal 
size, from 5 ft. to 6 ft. in length, with a good 
slide or ring, that will easily slide to any re- 
quired place upon it ; have a good strap at each 
end, and it is complete. 

The advantages combined in this over any 
other kind that I have seen, in part are,—the 
hitching strap can be used with the bridle, or 
halter; readily adapting itself to the various 
sizes of posts, rails, limbs, staples, rings, hooks, 
or most any other thing that we may have occa- 
sion to fasten to, without danger of being un- 


| tied by the nestling of the horse, or drawn so 


tight that it is hard to untie. 

The length can be varied, to suit the occasion, 
by the number of turns used in hitching, or 
even by putting it through a ring or staple, and 
then snapping the other end into the ring of the 
head-stall, thus giving but little scope for nest- 
ling.

MAKING MAPLE SUGAR IN VERMONT. 

Mr. Epitror:—The Vermont people do quite 
a business at making maple sugar, in the month 
of March and April, which is very lucrative. 
They have long since abandoned the use of 
troughs and kettles, and substituted buckets and 
pans. They tap their trees with an auger, 
drive a nail into the tree and fasten the bucket 
to it. By this course they save all the sap, the 
wind having no chance to blow it away. ‘They 
make use of what they call pans, to boil the 
sap in. These pans are made of sheet iron 5 
feet square, and 10 inches deep, placed over an 
arch, One man can make from 75 to 100 Ibs. per 
day. Some farmers in this State, make from 
1000 to 1800 lbs., run it into cakes, and send it 
to New York, and other places to market. 

Would not some of the people in Maine do 
well to follow making sap sugar more, and 
adopt the Vermont principle? D. Brake.

If he had scrap- 
ed off the jelly he would have noticed at once 
that it was not the flesh that was affected, but 
that the jelly was between the flesh and skin, 
and which he will find upon all cattle which he 
may kill between January and March. If I 
am incorrect I wish to be corrected by some of 
your able contributors.

Warirren Examinations. Frequent written 
reviews are among the most successful means 
that teachers can employ for securing thorough- 
ness and accuracy of scholarship. Several 
topics are written distinctly on the blackboard, 
and the pupils are required to expand them as 
fully and acaurately as possible. Each pupil is 
seated by himself, and furnished with pens and 
paper; but receives no assistance, direct or in- 
direct, from either teacher or text-book. This 
mode of examining a class accomplishes at least 
three important objects at the same time. It 
affords a thorough test of the pupil’s know- 
ledge of the subject; it is one of the best 
methods of cultivating freedom and accuracy in 
the use of language; and it furnishes a yalua- 
ble discipline to the pupil’s mind by throwing 
him entirely on his own resources. The task of 
examining so many separate written @gercises, 
and of estimating their value, increases the 
labor of the teacher, but the gain to the pupil 
is more than an equivalent for the extra service 
required. [Mass. Teacher. 





Tue Quatity or Amertcan Woon. The state- 
ment has been propagated far and wide that 
American wool is unfit to give that beautiful 
finish required for broadcloth of the best quality. 
It has been stated that our wools were longer in 
the staple than the foreign kinds, and were ex- 
cellent for making strong warps, but did not 
possess the necessary felting property requisite 
for fine cloth, and for this reason a little foreign 
wool was necessary. H.C. Merriam, in the 
last number of the Country Gentleman, scatters 
all such assertions to the wind, and proves con- 
clusively that American wool surpasses all 
foreign wools for its felting properties, and for 
making beautiful broadcloth—light or heavy. 
He states that American grown wool and fine 
wool from Saxony have been tested, and the 
palm awarded to the former. The finest Saxony 
wool obtained from Hungary contained only 
2400 serrations to the inch, while wool obtained 
from samples of American flocks contained 2552

|snow is a great purifier of the atmosphere. 


The absorbent power or capillary action of snow 
is like that of a sponge or charcoal. Immediate- 
ly after snow has fallen melt it.in a clean vessel 
and taste it, and you will find immediately evi- 
dences of its impurity. Try some a day or two 
old and it becomes nauseous, especially in cities. 
Snow water makes the mouth harsh and dry. It 
has the same effect on the skin, and upon the 
hands and feet that produces the painful malady 
of chilblains. In Alpine countries snow water 
has been thought to be productive of the disease 
called goitre. The following easy experiment 
illustrates beautifully the absorbent property of 
snow: Take a lump of snow (a piece of snow 
crust answers well) of three or four inches in 
length and hold it in the flame of a lamp ; nota 
drop of water will fall from the snow, but the 
water, as fast as formed, will penetrate or be 
drawn up into the mass of snow by capillary at- 
traction. It is by virtue of this attraction that 
the snow purifies the atmosphere by absorbing 
and retaining its noxious and noisome gases and 
odors. [Chas. G. Page,in Nat. Intelligencer. 





Potato Exrerment. A farmer of Newton, 
Ct., in the Country Gentleman, gives the fol- 
Jowing result of an experiment in potato plant- 
ing, made last season by him : it will have some 
considerable bearing upon the cut and uncut 
methods. ‘I cut the potato so that each piece 
would contain two chits or eyes—put one piece 
ina hill. The ground which was rather poor, 
was manured with two wheelbarrow loads of 
well-rotted barnyard, mixed with one of leach- 
edashes. This manured thirteen hill. Tho 
pieces were dropped, and a handful of plaster 
to a hill, and then covered. Planted June 13. 
One potato, weight half a pound, planted six 
hills which produced 80 tubers, weighing 18 Ibs. 
Potato known here as ‘Log Cabin’—not affected 
with rot.”’ 





Sxow Breap. We find the annexed para- 
graph in one of our exchanges. It is curious if 
true : 

**All persons where snow abounds, are not, 
perhaps, aware of the value of the fleecy flakes 
in making light, delicious, and wholesome bread. 
There is no ‘raising’ in the world so perfectly 
physiological as good, fresh, sweet snow; it 
raises bread or cakes as beautifully as the best 
yeast, or the purest acids and alkalies, while it 
leaves no taint or fermentation like the former, 
nor injurious neutral salt like the latter. Indeed, 
it raises by supplying atmosphere wherewith to 
puff up the dough, while the other methods 
only supply carbonic acid gas.” 





Epvcation in New Jersey. The superintend- 
ent of public schools in New Jersey reports that 
the number of children in the State between the 
ages of five and eighteen years, is 173,014, of 
which 144,923 have attended school the past 
year, being an increase of 9,853 over 1854. The 
amount of money raised and appropriated to 
school purposes, including the State appropria- 
tion of $80,000, was $475,168 64, being an in- 
crease over 1854 of $86,596 78. The school 
commissioners recommend the establishment of

STATISTICS OF BRITISH RAILWAYS. 
Mr. Stevenson, M. P., having been appoint- 
ed the President of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, handed in an inaugural address con- 
taining many interesting statistics as to the rail- 
roads of Great Britain. They were described 
as spreading like a network over Great Britain 
and Ireland to theextent of 8,054 miles com- 
pleted ; thus in length they exceed the 10 chief 
rivers of Europe united, and more than enough 
of single rails was laid to make a belt of iron 
around the globe. 
The cost of these lines had been £283,000,000 
—equal to one-third of the amount of the 
national debt. Already, in two short years, 
there had been spent more than one-fourth of 
£236,000,000 in the war in which England was 
engaged ; yet how small were the material ad- 
vantages obtained by the war in comparison with 
the results seeured by railways. 
‘The extent of the railway works was remark- 
able : they had penetrated the earth with tun- 
nels to the extent of more than 50 miles. The 
earth-works measured 550,000,000 cubic yards. 
It would form a pyramid a mile and a half in 
height, with a base larger than St. James’ park. 
Righty millions of train miles were ran an- 
nually on the railways : 5,000 engines and 150,- 
000 vehicles compos: the working stock ; the 
engines in a straight line would extend from 
London to Chatham : the vehicles from London 
to Aberdeen ; and the companies employed, 90,- 
400 officers and servants, whilo the engines con- 
sumed annually 2,000,000 tons of coals ; so that 
in every minute of time 4 tuns of coal flashed 
into steam 20 tuns of water. ‘The coal con- 
sumed was almost equal to the whole amount 
exported to foreign countries, and to one-half of 
the annual consumption of London. 
In 1854, 111,000,000 of passengers were con- 
veyed on railways ; each passenger travelling an 
average of 12 miles. 
The receipts of the railways in 1854 amounted 
to £29,215,000, and there was no _ on 
record in which the receipts ofa railWay had 
not been of continuous growth where por- 
tions of its traflic had been abstracted by com- 
petition or new lines. 
The wear and tear was great; 20,000 tons of 
iron required to be replaced annually ; and 26,- 
000,000 sleepers annually perished; 300,000 
trees were annually felled to make good the 
loss of sleepers; and 300,000 trees could be 
grown on little less than 5,000 acres of forest 
land. Nothing was so profitable as passenger 
traffic, as it cost less in every way than goods, 
and an average train would carry 200 passen- 
gers. The cost of ranning a train was over- 
stated at ls. 3d. per mile. 
Parliamentary legislation for railways was 
full of incOngruities and absurdities. The acts 
of parliament which railways had been forced 
to obtain, had cost the public £14,000,000 ster- 
ling. The legislation of parliament had made 
railways pay seventy millions of money to land- 
owners for land and property ; yet almost every 
estate traversed by a railway had been greatly 
improved in value. 

The electric telegraph—that offspring and in- 
dispensable companion of railways—was next 
considered. 7,200 miles of telegraph, or 36,000 
miles of wires, were laid down at least ; 3,000 
people were continually employed, and more 
than 1,000,000 public messages were annually 
flashed along this *‘silent highway.’’ The tel- 
egraph could do the work of additional rails by 
imparting instantaneous information to the offi- 
cers, and enabling them to augment the traffic 
over those portions of the line to which their 
duty might apyly. Italso enabled large savings 
to be effected in rolling stock. Some statistics 
were given toshow that the business of the 
electric telegraph company had increased fifty- 
fold in seven years. 

Railway accidents occurred to passengers in 
the first half of 1854 in the proportion of one 
accident to every 7,195,343 travellers. Ladies 
and gentlemen could scarcely ‘‘ sit at home at 
ease ’’ with the impunity with which it appeared 
that they could travel by railway. 

‘The results were astounding,—90,000 men 
were employed directly, and upwards of 40,000 
collaterally ; 130,000 men, with their wives and 
families, represented a population of 500,000 
souls; so that 1 in 50 of the entire population 
of the kingdom might be said to be dependent 
upon railways. The annual receipt of railways 
now reached £20,000,000, or nearly half the 
amount of the ordinary revenue of the State.

Weobserve with pleasure that prints 
in different parts of New England announce that 
more attention is to bé paid to farming this 
year than formerly, and that fruits, cereals, 
grainand corn, are to receive the attention 
which their product demands. [Boston Courier. 


~ Consumption. Dr. Marshall Hall, an eminent 
English physician, says : 

“If 1 were seriously ill of consumption, I 
would live out of doors day and night, except 
in rainy weather or midwinter; then I would 
sleep in an unplastered log house.’’ He says 
that consumptives want air, not physic—pure 
air, not medicated air—plenty of meat and bread. 
‘Physic has no nutriment, gasping for air can- 
not cure you, and stimulantcannot cure you.”’ 


Vecerante Ecos. The Boston Journal has 
seen some queer productions of nature, called 
vegetable eggs, which look for all the world like 
Shanghai or goose eggs. The seed came from 
the patent office at Washington. The plant is 
a new production and a bright ornament in the 
garden. If planted by a tree that is not more 
than 15 or 20 feet high, the vine will run so as 
to nearly cover it with the apparent produc- 
tions of the Shanghai. 


Rewarxaste Warcu. At the French Expo- 
sition there was exhibited a watch which created 
much interest and admiration. It tells the name 
and day of the month, the equation of time ; is 
a repeater, striking the minute as well as the 
hour ; is a thermometer of tolerable accuracy, 
and winds iteelf up by the action of its own 
movement. The price of this most ingenious 
piece of workmanship is 30,000 francs (over

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LAND AGENT'S REPORT. 

From the report of Hon. Isaac R. Clark, 
Land Agent, we gather the following items of 
interest :— 

During 1855, the receipts of this office were 
but $41,050. Of this amount $3,462 was bal- 
ance from previous year ; from bills receivable, 
$20,454 ; interest, $4,102; timber, $7,564; 
cash refunded, $3,954; sales of land, only 
$208. 

There were 3,374 acres of land sold; 
acres conveyed for labor on roads; and 1,733 
acres conveyed in pursuance of resolves. 

The Report presents a statement of the 
amount of receipts and sales in this department 
rince 1840, with some interesting deductions and 
remarks, which we give as follows :— 


“The te amount received at the Land 
Office, in cash and securities for land conveyed 
from the year 1840 to 1849, inclusive, was 
$556,800 20; the sun remaining unpaid of the 
sales made during that period is $40,421, with 
balance of interest. Amount of sales for years 
1850, 1851, 1852, 1853, was 900,951 acres, for 
$469,571 38 ; the amount remaining unpaid of 
that sum is $217,454 82; thus exhibiting the 
payments made in cash at the date of the pur- 
chase and payments made since upon the notes 
given for the lands to the amount of $252,126 
52. The sum per acre now due upon the pur- 
chase for these years is 22 cents, and balance of 
interest. 

It will be observed that the amount of sales 
made within a period embracing four years was 
within about one-fifth of that for the ten 
years previous. These lands were sold in the 
years of great prosperity, the securities are ma- 
turing in years of unusual severity and depres- 
sivn. 

From a careful analysis of the operation of 
the land department fur the years named, the 
comparatively sinall umount due from prior 
sales, the large amount paid towards the pur- 
chases made within this period of four years, 
leads to the conclusion at once that the purchas 
ers have not been idle, and that no unnecssary 
apprehension or uneasiness need be felt in regard 
to the ultimate payment of every dullar and in- 
terest of the securities for land now remaining 
in the Land Office. The growth upon these lands 
constitutes their value, and strong desire to ob- 
tain it had taken possession of the public mind 
and stimulated extensive operations upon the 
St. Jon and Penobscot waters in the years 
1850, 1851, [852, 1853. A large depreciation 
in the value of lumber has lost the operator in 
many cases his entire investment, But upon 
the return of a prosperous business year, and the 
usual lemty granted ty the State, it is fair to 
assume that not only the best interests of the 
debtur but those of the State also will be pro- 
moted. 

The extraordinary authority conferred, pre- 
vious tagthe legislation of 1853, in tie manage- 
ment ofMe land department, led to an absorp- 
tion by a si i of the largest part of the val-

uable domain he State, who, in their eager- 
ness to possess The land, **elbowed out’’ a very 
worthy, though less fortunate cluss of men, who 
have sought new ficids for the application of 
that energy so essential to the prosperity of the 
timber iuterests of Maine. 

This State now owns about two millions of 
acres of land—all sorts—twelve hundred thou- 
sand ucres of which were purchased of Massa- 
chusetts, for which the State is indebted xt 
about thirty-four cents an acre, a part of which 
is incumbered with perpetual and limited leases 
granted by Massachusetts. 

The average price per acre of ail land con- 
veyed by Maine since the **separation”’ is about 
sixty cents, embracing the larger part that are 
valuable as timber lands. It is reasonable to 
conclude, therefore, that sound — would 
dictate that when sales cannot be made at the 
prices usually obtained for lands of similar val- 
ue, the lands should be kept under the fostering 
care of the State. 

The policy recommended for the sale of the 
lands belonging to the Sate by the Land Agent 
in his report fur the year, 1852, which was 
enacted into law in 1853, I believe to be safe 
and convenient, and that the interests of the 
State will be protected and promoted by its con- 
tinuance.”’ 

Connected with the Report is a table, showing 
the quantity of land annually conveyed by the 
State, commencing with the year 1824, with 
the amount received therefor, and average price, 
and the amount received fur timber, from 1834. 
During the 21 years covered by this table, 2,- 
834,597 acres of land were sold, which brought 
$1,671,487, an average of almost $0,59 per 
acre. The sales of timber have amounted to 
$611,046. During 1834-35, the sales of land 
have amounted to 230,146 acres, at an aver- 
age price of $1,44 per acre; in 1844, sales, 
147,637 acres—average price, $1,08; in 1850, 
sales, 342,913 acres—average price, $0,494 ; in 
1852, sales, 310,802 acres—average price $0,47; 
and in 1853, sales, 316,926 acres—average price, 
$0,49. The highest average price per acre, 
$1,66, was obtained in 1837, when, however, 
only 3,274 acres were sold. The lowest average 
price, $0,21, was in 1829, when the sales were 
129,483 acres. 

Speaking of the slow increase of population 
in this State, the Agent observes :— 

‘*The slow increase of the population of 
Maine contrasts unfavorably with the rapid pro- 
grees in the Western States, and as a conse- 
quence hinders and slackens that enterprizing 
spirit in the unsettled section of our State, 
Aroostook county, characteristic of her people ; 
yet, a steady increase of population and wealth 
is concentrating at different points; and the 
social advantages of the several communities 
forming in that country will be enhanced in 
proportion as facilities are furnished by the 
agency of good roads.”’

The Pacific, in her 28th day out, still remains 
unheard from. Steamers have been despatched 
to search for her. It is thought she may have 
been disabled in the ice on the Banks of New- 
foundland, large quantities having been seen in 
that vicinity by the Arabia, which it is sup- 
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posed took a rather more southerly course than 
the Pacific. ; 


IRON FRONTS FOR BUILDINGS. 

In many places even in the great lumbering 
State of Maine, suitable material for a durable 
building is scarce. In such places, where an 
ornamental front is wanted of durable material, 
iron will come in very easily. 1t may be expen- 
sive but not so much so as granite hammered, 
with ornamental designs wrought in it. 

The Inventor, a new monthly devoted to me- 
chanical improvements and new inventions, in 
the number for this month, has an engraving of 
an improved mode of putting up fronts of cast 
iron, invented and patented by a Mr. Doytt. 
The editor says that fronts as handsome as any 
in the country, can be put up for one-fourth the 
cost of brown freestone, and so accurate*in re- 
semblance as to deceive a practiced eye, and 
warranted to return tLeir color for years. 

What makes this improvement still better, 
it can be put upon the front of an old building 
without disturbing the walls in the least, with 
as much ease, and will be as strong and sub- 
stantial as upon a new wall. No matter how 
rough and old the wall may be, it will’ be 
so strengthened as to be as solid as a new one. 
The iron facing and the wall are so firmly unit- 
ed together as to form them into one solid mass, 
so that dampness and air are perfectly excluded 
from between them, and consequently, the iron 
cannot oxydize-or deface. 

Any amount of ornamental work can be put 
upon it without increasing its cost. The plates 
being of cast iron, ornamental ones can be 
moulded nearly or quite as quick and easily as 
plain ones. It can also be put upon a wood or 
frame front, and thus make it fire and weather 
proof, 

Many other advantages are mentioned which 
appear obvious. We think any one wishing 
ing for a front as durable but cheaper than 
stone will use the cast iron.

The Supply of Calfornia Gold Exhaustless. 
A merchant of San Francisco, who has pretty 
thoroughly explored the mining districts of that 
State, says that not one acre in a thousand 
throughout the mining region has, as yet, ever 
been prospected, and that thousands of years 
must elapse before the mines will give out, for 
the reason that there will never be water suf- 
ficient to enable us to exhaust them. 

The London Times. The Glasgow Daily 
News says that the London Times is now stereo- 
typed, by which means the whole of the country 
circulation is now got into the Post Offive in 
time for transmission by the morning mails. 
This important change went into operation on 
the lst of January last, and will doubtless be the 
means of greatly extending the circulation of 
that journal, to the detriment of the rest of the 
metropolitan daily papers. 

Seizure of Bread. On Wednesday of last 
week the Police of Montreal seized two hundred 
and ninety loaves of bread at the different ba- 
keries on account of their being of light weight, 
and distributed them among the charitable in- 
stitutions of that city. 


The Norfolk Navy Yard. The Norfolk Argus 
says there is much activity in the navy yard at 
that place at the present time, and about seven- 
teen handred workmen are employed. The 
Roanoke was found to be much less damaged 
than was at first supposed.

New Vessels. In the Bath District during 
1855, there were built, 47 ships, 4 barks, 5 
brigs, 7 schooners, 1 steamer, 6 boats, with an 
aggregate tonnage of 50,900 tuns and 91-95ths. 

Scarcity of Coal and Provisions at Richmond, 
Va. The ice blockade has subjected Richmond 
to almost a state of siegé. The allowance of 
coal there, it stated, is very nearly exhausted, 
and the quantity brought in daily from the pits 
is inadequate to the wants of the community. 
Already the gas lights are turned off befure mid- 
night, in consequence of a deficiency in the 
supply of coal at the gas works. It is also said 
that the stock of corn, meal and sugar, is rapidly 
diminishing, and the price of the latter article 
has gone up almost to the war figure. 

Ice in New York Harbor, On Sunday, 10th 
inst., immense masses of ice blocked the East 
and North rivers. The ferrics on the East river 
were unable to make passages during the fore- 
noon. Three men walked across from Brooklyn 
to New York, and back, in safety. 

The Maryland Nunneries. A petition now 
in circulation among the citzens of Maryland, 
advances some strong arguments in favor of the 
suppression of the nunneries which at present 
exist in that State.

The French Government has 
notified ours that it will prevent the landing of 
such indigent returning emigrants, that they 
may not become chargeable to the public. 


A line of 
screw steamships has been established at Havre, 
to run between that port and New York. The 
first, the Alma, is to leave that port on the 22d} 
inst. 

Fruit trees destroyed by cold. Mr. Robey, of 
the Hopewell Nursery, near Fredericksburg, Va., 
says that the labor of years, in raising fruit trees, 
nas been destroyed by the intensely cold weather. 
Pear, peach, apricot, and indeed all varicties of 
fruit trees, with the exception of apple, have 
been literally killed. 

The weather in Minnesota. At Fort Snelling 
(Minn.,) they have had weather of a decidedly 
cold character. From the 20th of December to 
the 15th of January, the mercury im the ther- 
mometer perversely kept between 27° and 30° 
below zero. Our gallant troops at that sta- 
tion were completely frozen in. One man was 
frozen to death, and eight or ten had their fingers 
frozen while mounting guard.

LATER FROM HAVANA AND NICARAGUA. 

New York, Feb. 14. Steamer Quaker City. 
from Mobile via Havana, arrived this morning. 
Left Ilavana the morning of the 9th. Passed 
going in, a U.S. sloop-of-war, probably the 
Cyane. The Empire City had arrived. Ac- 
counts of the failure of the sugar crop are con- 
firmed. The continuous rains are fast destroy- 
ing all hopes of a large crop. The pressed 
eane will not dry from a lack of fuel, and more 
than one half of the crop would be left stand- 
ing in the fields ; the planters being unable to 
grind it. 

A correspondent writing from Granada, Feb. 
3, gives the following information :— 

Granaba, Feb. 3. Considerable excitement 
was cacsed in Granada by the suspension, on 
the part of the Government, of all official com- 
munication with the United States, The deerce 
was read in the plaza on the 22d of Jan., and 
appeared to give general satislaction. On the 
night subsequent, the American minister was 
serenaded by the native bands, a testimonial on 
the part of the inhabitants of their considera- 
tion of Mr. Wheeler in his private. character. 
The Government is understood to be in a tight 
place for fands, and certain persons represent- 
ing Walker in the States, are empowered to ne- 
gotiate a loan for money. Not oae of the sol- 
diers had received a dime since the opening of 
the campaign, and there is muc! discontent 
among the troops. Two companies stationed at 
Leon had revolted, and refused to do garrison 
duty until all arrearages of back pay have been 
settled. The excitement caused hy this intelli- 
genes was everywhere visible in Granada. Re- 
cruits, however, continue to pour in from San 
Franciseo ; between four and five hundred hay- 
ing arrived during last month. 

A fearfal epidemic, resembling the yellow 
fever, has heen killing off the army, and the 
recruits arriving have been necessary to fill up 
the gaps created by this terrible scourge, the 
mortality averaging six or seven per diem, and 
was coutined alinost exclusively to the army- 
Among the recent victims were Charles T. Nut. 
ter Editor of El Niearaguense, and Judge Geo. 
H. Campbell, recently in California, and for- 
merly of Boston. 

Gen. Walker had positive intelligence from 
Guatemala that Gen, Walker (?) bad commenc- 
ed a march upon Nicaragua with 2000 men. It 
was presumed that Costa Rica would concert 
with him, and every preparation is being made 
in Granada for active duty. The outposts on 
the Isthmus and San Jaan river were being 
strengthened. The reports of gold discoveries 
in the Chronales are false. At Granada busi- 
ness is completely stagnant. From San Juan 
del Norte, we learn that Col. Kinney’s expedi- 
tion is hopelessly demoralized; there are but 
about twenty men left, and the majority of these 
are prostrated with fever. 


EXTRAORDINARY DEVELOPMENTS IN CRIME. 

The Pittsburg (Pa.) Gazette gives a detailed 
account of the operations of a numerous gang of 
house thieves, counterfeiters and rogues in general, 
whose villainies were disclosed by one of their 
number named John Rutter, who is under arrest 
for horse-stealing. The gang had regular sta- 
tions for the reception of stolen horses and pro- 
perty, which were under the care of agents, 
whose duty it was to spot out particular work, 
each agent having the privilege of buying what- 
ever was obtained under his direction. Each 
member was to aid each other in all difficulties 
—the agents were to enter bail when any of 
the gang were under arrest—and, in short, a 
complete system was in operation. One of the 
gang was a policeman at Elmira, N. Y.,another 
is a merchant of wealth and respectable stand- 
ing in Blair county, still another was employed 
in a Buffalo railroad freight depot, and there 
are many members of the band scattered through 
New York, Pennsylvania, and other States. 
They committed heavy robberies, passed large 
amounts of counterfeit money, and carried on a 
general system of thieving and robbery. Not- 
withstanding the extensive transactions of the 
gang, there is a great outlay of money, and Rut- 
ter says it is a losing business on account of the 
expenses incurred on behalf of arrested confeder- 
ates. Rutter is very indignant that no effort 
has been made to get him out of jail, and there- 
fore makes these disclosures. 





Cannipats Cnastisep. Panama, Feb. 5.— 
The U.S. sloop of war, Jobn Adams, E. B. 
Boutwell, commander, arrived at this port ear- 
ly on Sanday morning, from Fejee Islands, via 
Valparaiso. The John Adams left this port in 
July last, bound to the Fejee Islands, to inquire 
into and seek reparation for many cruelcies 
committed by the natives, and to demand in- 
demnity for the plunder of several American 
ships trading and fishing on the Fejeean Archi- 
pelaugo. During the cruising of the John 
Adams in the Fejee group of islands, five sharp 
engagements took place between her crew and 
the cannibals of Polynesia. Five of their larg- 
est towns were burnt, and all the houses there- 
in reduced to ashes. An important treaty was 
also ratified between Commander Boutwell and 
Tui Vite or Thokamban, the king of Fejee, on 
behalf of the American government. 





Suspension or ‘TRavet on THE Burrato anp 
Dunxirk Raitroap. A large number of passen- 
gers have congregated at Dunkirk, on their way 
to Baffilo, and not less than six hundred are 
now making day and night hideous by their im- 
precations bestowed upon the officers of the Buf- 
falo Railroad. Since the Ist inst, no trains 
have passed over the road, and the whole mot- 
tive power, consisting of locomotives, is blocked 
by the snow drifts and frozen up pipes, pumps 
and pistons, on the track between Dunkirk and 
Buffalo. Great exertions have been made by the 
superintendent ; but the weather, unprecedented 
in severity, prevents the speedy clearing out of 
the enormous drifts, and the announcement was 
made that the company had at last thrown it- 
self upon Providence and the chances of a Feb- 
ruary thaw. 





Faure or Barnum. The New Haven papers 
report that at the meeting of the creditors of 
the Jerome Company, with which Barnum is so 
deeply involved, it was voted that the concern 
should go into bankruptcy, as there was ap- 

arently an inability to bring all the creditors 
into the pro arrangement. The New

PROCL@MATION BY THE PRESIDENT ON KAN- 
SAS AFFAIRS, 

Wasnincton, Feb.11. The President to-day 

issued a proclamation, which will ap in the 
Union to-morrow, setting forth that indications 
exist that public tranquility and supremacy of 
the laws in Kansas is endangered by the repre- 
hensible acts and purposes of persons, both 
within and without the territory, who propose 
to direct and control the first political organiza- 
tion by force ; that combinations have been 
formed therein to resist the execution of the 
Territorial laws, and thus in effect to subvert 
by violence, all the present Constitutional and 
legal authority ; that persons residing without 
the Territory, but near its borders, contemplate 
armed intervention in the affairs thereof; that 
other inhabitants of remote States are collecting 
money, Organizing men and providing arms for 
the same purpose; that combinations within 
the Territory are endeavoring by the agency of 
emissaries and others, to induce individual 
States of the Union to interfere in the affairs 
thereof, in violation of the Constitution of the 
United States. 
_ Plans for the determination of the future 
institutions of the Territory, if carried into ex- 
ecution from within the same, will constitute 
the fact of an insurrection, and if from without, 
that of i.vasive aggression, and will in either 
case justify and require the forcible interposition 
of the whole power of the general government, 
as well to maintain the laws of the Territory as 
those of the Union. 

He commands all persons engaged in unlaw- 
ful combinations against the constituted au- 
thority of the territory of Kansas, to disperse 
and retire peaceably to their respective abudes ; 
and warns all such persons, that any attempted 
insurrection of the territory, or aggressive in- 
trusion into the same, will be resisted, not only 
"Wy the employment of the local militia, but 
also by that of any available foree of the U.S. 
troops, to the end of assuring immunity from 
vivlence, and full protection to persons and 
property, and the civil rights of all peaceable 
and law-abiding inhabitants of that territory. 

If in any part of the Union the fury of fae- 
tion or fanaticism inflamed into a disregard of 
the general principles of popular sovereignty, 
which under the Constitution are fundamental 
in the whole structure of our institutions, is to 
bring on the country the dire calamity ofan arbi- 
trament of arms im that territory, it shall be be- 
tween lawless violence on one side, and conser- 
vative force on the other, wielded by legal au- 
thority of the general government. 

The President calls on both the adjoining and 
distant States to ab-tain from unauthorized in- 
termeddling in the local concerns of that  terri- 
tory, admonishing them that its organic law is 
to be executed with impartial justice, and that 
all individual acts of illegal interference will in- 
cur condign punishment, and any attempt to 
interfere will be firmly withstood. 

Iie invokes all saad to promote order, 
by rendering obedience to the law ; to discoun- 
tenance and repulse the counsels of instigators 
and disorganizers, and to testify their attach- 
ment to tieir country, their pride in its great- 
ness, their appreciation of the blessings they en- 
joey, and their determination that republican 
institutions shall not fail in their hands, by 
co-operating to uphold the majesty of the laws, 
and to vindicate the sanctity of the Constitu- 
tion.

LATEST NEW3 FROM CALIFORNIA. 

The steamship Northern Light arrived at 
New York on Wednesday of last week, with 
California dates to Jan. 21, 300 passengers, 
and $248,000 in gold. The steamer St. Louis, 
with the mails, 500 passengers, and $1,023,000 
in specie, arrived on Thursday. The following 
summary comprises all the news of interest by 
these arrivals :— 


Gold dust, in consequence of the very general 
forced suspension of operations throughout the 
mines, is exceedingly scarce ; more so in fact 
than we have ever seen it before in San Francis- 
co. The Branch Mint is engaged in finishing 
up the business of the old year, but at the same 
time is open to receive all the dust deposited, 
which does not ali begin to occupy the time of 
- employees. The private Assay offices are 
idle. 

The weather for the fortnight past has heen 
cold and cheerless ; but little rain fallen. Busi. 
ness very dull, and trade greatly depressed, 
with a number of failures of both jobbers and 
lm porters. 

The farming season is good. The plowmen 
are busy. A larger breadth of land than usual 
will be brought under cultivation this year. 

Fiour is very low at — in this market. 

During the last ten days there has been con- 
siderable excitement in San Francisco in reepect 
to the trial of Charles Cora for killing W. I, 
Ricbardson, U. 8. Marshal fur the Northern 
District of California, After a very lengthy 
trial the jury composed of merchants of high 
character and standing, were unable to ayree, 
though confined for furty hours, and at last 
they were discharged. It is said that there 
were six fora verdict of manslaughter, four fur 
a verdict of murder, and two fora verdict of 
acquittal. An attempt was made to bribe one 
of the jurymen, for $1000, which was spurned, 
and the miscreant was arrested, fined $500, and 
imprisoned five days. 

General Wool has returned from Oregon. 
He said that the evils of war and the force of 
the Indians were much exaggerated. 

An extensive coal mine has been discovered 
in Boste range nearer, Stockton than that at Cor- 
ral Hollow. ; 

At the last accourfts from the American 
Legislative caucus, Mr. Foot’s nomination to 
the U. 8. Senatorship was highly probable. 

The Indians were defeated at Walla Walla 
after a conflict wich lasted three days. Sixty 
Indians were kilf@d and about the same number 
wounded. Gov. Stevens, of Washington Ter- 
ritory, hud arrived at the camp with the Oregon 
Volunteers, and avowed his determination to 
continue the war until every hostile Indian was 
subdued. 

The barque Isabelita Hyne was on her pas- 
sage from China to San Francisco when wreck- 
ed. She went ashore on the 9th ult., thirty 
miles south of San Francisco Heads. Her cargo 
was valued at $100,000. The vessel belonged 
to Macondray & Co., and was valued at §25,- 
000. Both are a total loss. Insured in New 
York. Captain and mate drowned. 

A United States steamship had arrived at 
San Francisco from San Diego. An officer 
states that previous to her departure news had 
arrived in San Diego that the Indians on the 
Colorado had attacked the whites and murder- 
ed a great many, but to wid extent it was not 
known. They were expecting further reports 
hourly to come in. The information was deriv- 
ed from the editurs of the San Diego Herald. 
Lieut. Anderson had arrived at San Diego, and 
was to leave the next day for Fort Yumas. The 
Board of Chderwriters and a large number of 
merchants and shipowners had prepared a me- 
morial to Congress and to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, which we learn will be furwarded

State Steamboat Company to start the steamer 
State of Maine, now lying at Fall River, and 
nearly filled with freight for New York, as soon 
as she can get clear of the ice. She will go 
outside of Long Island. The New Haven Courier 
of the 12th says that an attempt will be made 
in a day or two to resume steamoat navigation 
on the Sound. A train of cars came through 
to Bridgeport over the Huusatonic road, on 
Monday—the first train for eight days.

Dscisiov oN THE Prepayment or’ Lerrers. 
The Washington Union says that some postmas- 
ters are in the habit of sending back to the muil- 
ing office letters reaching them fur delivery, be- 
cause they were not prepaid by stamps, but by 
money. This is wrong. In the introduction of 
the stamp prepayment systim, it will often 
necessarily happen that small and remote offices 
will fail to receive stamps in season, in which 
case it is the duty of postmuasters to forward let- 
ters as heretofore, when prepaid by money. Ifan 
unpaid letter, from any cause, gets into the mail, 
and reaches its destination, it should be deliver- 
ed on payment of postage at prepaid rate. This 
decision by the Post Office Department should 
be borne in mind by postmasters generally. 


Tue Sreausmir Paciric. We have heard 
nothing of the steamship Pacific, now in her 
twentieth day from Liverpool. There seems to 
be only one conjecture as to the cause of her de- 
tetention, and that is the ice. We hear no 
serious apprehensious expressed for her safety.

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EXTRAORDINARY SNOW STORM AT OSWEGO, 

The Utica (N. Y.) Observer of Saturday, the 
9th inst., gives the following account of a re- 
markable snow storm, which occurred at Os- 
wego : ‘ : 
‘*We received by mail this morning the Os- 
wego Palladium of Thursday, which contains 
accounts of the greatest snow storm ever known 
in that locality—the ‘oldest inhabitant”’ does 
not remember to have experienced anything 
approximating to it in severity, duration, or in 
the quantity of snow that bas fallen. Thestorm 
commenced on Friday, the wind blowing a gale 
from the north-west, and the snow falling rap- 
idly. By Saturday morning, a large body of new 
snow had fallen, and great drifts had formed, 
so that the cars on the Oswego and Syracuse 
railroad were only able to get about a mile out 
of the city, after a whole day's straggle. Travel 
on the railroad was entirely suspended, So was 
business in the ecity—window shutters of the 
stores remained up. 

'The falling of the snow and the howling of 
the wind continued with unabated fury for four 
days, and during that time hardly a man, and 
not a vehicle, was seen in the street, so complete 
was the dominion of the storm. Even the 
papers—the Pulladiam and the Times and 
Journal—were not published for two or three 
days. The Palladium was issued for the last 
time previous to Thursday, on Monday morning, 
but the carriers were unable to distribute it to 
more than fifty subscribers, who resided near the 
office, and the mail could not carry off the 
edition to distant subscribers. 

Finaliy, on Tuesday night, the dismal wind 
subsided and the avalanche of snow ceased to 
descend. Wednesday morning came out bright 
and clear. The Palladium thus describes the 
scene then presented : : 

Our city rivaled the winter scenes of the Arctic 
regions, and such a storm could only be equaled 
there. The streets in many parts of the city 
were impassable, the snow ranging from four to 
ten and twenty feet in depth, and in some places 
the dri(ts are thirty feet deep. Many of the 
residences were banked up with snow to the 
second story. Water street is totally impassable. 
The river is almost entirely closed up to the 
lower bridge, an extraordinary occurrence, and 
wild ducks took refuge in the little open water 
near the bridge during the storm, from the ra- 
ging elements on the lake. Of course the roads 
in the interior are completely impassable, and it 
is impossible to say how soon we shall get a 
communication with the country. Tye snow 
now lies toa depth on a level of from six to 
eight feet in the woods. Efforts were com- 
meneed in good earnest yesterday morning, to 











clear the railroad track and get through to! 
Syracuse.

Inrerestinc Revenve Case Decivep. In the 
case of Sturgis, Bennett & Co., the Court of 
Claims has rendered a decision, in which the 
fullowing principles are settled : 

“That the United States cannot collect duties 
on constructive importations of foreign mer- 
chandise. ‘The court held that duties can he 
legally taken only on merchandise that actually 
arrives in the country, and not on merchandise 
that appears by the invoice to have been shipped. 
The decision also establishes the principle that 
in the case of payments of unascertained or 
estimated duties, there is an implied cOntract on 
the part of the Government to refund the same 
to the importer. The decision is important, 
because there are numerous other cases pending 
in the Court of Claims involving the same 
principles.”’ 








Ice Heavines. The Salem Register remarks— 
‘‘The accumulations of ice in the docks, in con- 
nection with a very high course of tides, 
illustrates, on a small scale, to be sure, some of 
the powerful operations in the Aretic regions. 
Some of the buildings over the water, in different 
localities in this city, have been raised six, eight 
and ten feet, by the pressure of the ice ; in some, 
chimneys have been thorwn down and floors 
foreed up ; and, in several instances, heavy spiles 
on which they rested have been drawn out of 
the mud by the action of the ice and tide. We 
understand, ulso, that some of the smaller 
bridges in the vicinity have been similarly af- 
fected. Nature works with silent but tremend- 
ous power. 

“The bridge of the Gloucester Branch Rail- 
road, over the river near the Gloucester terminus 
was raised several inches, so that trains were
